ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, lhe 12rli May, 1994 

O.N. 82(E).—Whereas for the purpose of huld- 
ing a general election to the House of the People, 
the President had, by notification issued under 
sub-section (2) of section 14 ot the Representation 
of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1.951) and publish¬ 
ed in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, 
Section 3, sub-section (ii), dated 19th April, 1991 
called upon all the Parliamentary Constituencies 
(other than those within the Stale of Jammu and 
Kashmir) including SO-Meerut Parliamentary Con¬ 
stituency in the State of Uttar Pradesh, to elect 
members of the said Plouse; 

And whereas, the Election Commission vide its 
notification No. 464|91(l) dated 19th April, 1991 
issued under section 30 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) had inter alia 
fixed the 20th May, 1991. at the date on v,hich 
poll shall, if necessary, be taken in the aforesaid 
80-Meerut Parliamentary Constituency; 

And whereas, the Election Commission receded 
information based on reports of the State Govt., the 
Chief Electoral Officer of the State, the Returning 
Officer, the Observers, and other relevant sour¬ 
ces of information available to the Commission that 
on the date of poll i.e. 20th May. 1991, there had 
been large scale incidents of electoral malpractices 
involving booth capturing by seizure cf polling sta¬ 
tions, making polling authorities surrender the 
ballot papers, taking forcible possession of polling 
stations and prevention of free access to the voters 
for the purpose of voting, threatening electors and 
preventing them from going to the polling stations 
to cast their vote and that consequently the pnl) in 
the aforesaid 80-Meerut Parliamentary Constituency 
had not been free and fair; 

And whereas, the Commission vide its order dated 
21-5-1991, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Article 324 of the Constitution, section 58, 58A, 
135A and 153 of the Representation of the People 
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-act, 1951, and all other powers enabling it in this 
behalf, countermanded the election from the said 
80-Meerut Parliamentary Constituency; 

And whereas, the said order dated 21-5-1991 of 
the Commission was challenged before the High 
Court of Delhi in Writ Petition No, 1976 of 1991 
by one of the contesting candidates, Shri Araar Pal 
Singh; 

And whereas, the High Court of Delhi by its 
judgement and order dated 13-5-1993 directed a 
repoll to be taken in the entire Parliamentary Con¬ 
stituency on the basis of the electoral roll which 
existed on 20-5-1991; 

And whereas, two cross appeals bearing civil 
appeal numbers 2911 of 1993 and 4220 of 1993 
were filed before the Supreme Court by the Elec¬ 
tion Commission and the said Shri Amur Pal Singh, 
respectively, against the aforementioned judge¬ 
ment and order dated 13-5-1993 of the High Court 
of Delhi; 

An whereas, the Supreme Court, while dispos¬ 
ing of the aforementioned civil appeals by its 
common order dated 12-4-1994 has directed as 
follows— 

“Both the appeals arc disposed of while leav¬ 
ing the questions of law arising from the 
impugned judgement open in view of the 
agreement reached between learned coun¬ 
sels for the parties that a repoll with the 
same candidates shall be held as expedi¬ 
tiously as possible in all assembly seg¬ 
ments of 80-Meerut Parliamentary Con¬ 
stituency except in the segment covered 
bv 394-Hastinarur Assembly Constituency. 
The election shall be completed on the 
basis of electoral rolls as were in existence 
on the date when the orders of Election 
Commission came to be made, The Tights of 
candidates to question the action of the Elec¬ 
tion Commission of India as also to challen¬ 
ge the election of the returned candidate on 
any of the other grounds available to 'hem 
through an election petition shidl remain 
unaffected. This will, however, not con¬ 
stitute a precedent for future.”; 

An whereas, the Commission has, in consuPa- 
tion with the Govt, of India in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs and the State Govt, of Uttar Pradesh, decid¬ 
ed that in pursuance of the aNwe ouoted order 
dated 12-4-1994 of Ihc Supreme C'ouri the repoff 
in 393-Kithorc Assembly Constituency, 396-Meerut 
Cantt Assembly Constituency, 397-Mccrnt City 
Assembly Constituency and 398- Kharkhoda Assem¬ 
bly Constituency of the said "O-Meerut Parliamen¬ 
tary Constituency shall be taken on the 26th of 
May, 1994; 


Now, therefore, the Commission in pursuance of 
the above quoted order dated 12-4-1994 of the 
Supreme Court hereby directs as follows ;— 

(1) The fresh poll in 393-Kithore Assembly 
Constituency, 396-Meerut Cantt Assembly 
Constituency, 397-Meerut City Assembly 
Constituency and 398-Kharkhoda Assem¬ 
bly Constituency of the said 80-Meerut 
Parliamentary Constituency shall be taken 
on the 26th of May, 1994. 

(2) The fresh poll shall be taken between 
7 AM and 5 PM. 

(3) The fresh poll shall be confined to the 

same contesting candidates whose names 
were included in the list of contesting 
candidates prepared by the Returning Offi¬ 
cer on 29th Ay>ril, 1991 after the last hour 
for the withdrawal of the candidatures. 

(4) The fresh poll shall be tafeen on the basis 
of the same electoral rolls of the above- 
mentioned four Assembly Segments which 
were in existence on the day of the original 
poll i.e., 20-5-1991 and no change, what¬ 
soever, shall be made in those rolls for 
the purpose of the fresh poll, 

(5) The fresh poll shall be taken at the same 
polling stations at which the original poll 
was taken on 20-5-1991, unless it is not 
possible to take the fresh poll at any such 
polling station for any unavoidable 
reasons, in which case the new location of 
the affected polling station shall be decid¬ 
ed by the District Election Officer, with 
the previous approval of the Commission, 
latest by 17th Mav, 1994, 

(6) The result of the election for the said 80- 
Meerut Parliamentary Constituency shall 
be computed by the Returning Officer by 
taking into account the votes polled at the 
fresh poll in the above mentioned assem¬ 
bly segments of 393-Kithore Assembly 
Constituency. 396-Meerut Cantt- Assem¬ 
bly Constituency, 397-Mcerut C'itv Assem¬ 
bly Constituency and 398-Kharkhoda 
Assembly Constituency on 26th Mav, 
1994, and the votes already polled in 
394-Hastinapur Assembly Segment on 
20-5-1991,
